WASHINGTON — The congressm an from 
Pam p a. Tex., W alter Rogers, ardent and 
consistent champion of the cigaret com- 
panies, the advertising com panies, and the 
b ig TV networks, had a secret shouting ses­ 
sion with Federal Com m unications com m is­ 
sioners the other day, opposing their right 
to regulate p art of the television industry. 
This tim e the Dem ocrat who chiefly rep 
resents Texas Panhandle w heat farm ers 
was opposing the FCC’s right to regulate 
rap idly growing C.AT\'. This is the com- 
m unity-antenna system , which picks up net­ 
work p rogram s and delivers them to various 
com m unities without originating them or 
paying tor the p rogram s. 
The FCC has considered it im portant to 
prob e this crossfire of program m ing in the 
television industry, b ut the D em ocratic con­ 
gressm an from Pam p a vigorously ob jected. 
First. Rogers b egged the new com m erce 
com m ittee chairm an. Rep H arley Staggers 
•f West Virginia, to oppose any regulation 
of com m unitv-antenna TV b \ the FCC.

A—The cause of pernicious 
anem ia is a defect in certain 
elem ents secreted b y the stom ­ 
ach, b ut a hereditary factor can 
b e shown in some cases. Secon­ 
dary anem ia is caused b y an 
acute hem orrhage or a chronic 
loss of b lood. The b est treat­ 
m ent is to find the “ leak” and 
“ plug" it. Transfusions and iron 
p rep arations m ay have to b e 
used as an interim m easure. 
Chronic secondary anem ia does 
not 
b ecom e 
p rim ary 
(p erni­ 
cious i. Leukemia is considered 
to b e a cancer of the b lood b ut 
not pernicious anem ia. 


stenolone (Dianab ol) is a m ala 
hormone.

Q—Ab out nine years ago, I de­ 
veloped pernicious anem ia. My 
doctor gave m e vitamin B-12 
and as I improved he cut down 
the dose until a year ago he 
stopped the treatm ent complete­ 
ly.

A—Pem iclous anem ia can b e 
controlled with vitam in B-12 b ut 
com plete cure is doub tful. You 
should get a b lood examination 
at least twice a vear.

A—There are many causes ot 
ap lastic anem ia b ut the b asic 
cause is a failure of the b one 
m arrow to produce red b lood 
cells as fast as they are de­ 
stroyed. 
How long the victim 
can live depends on whether the 
triggering cause can b e found 
and rem oved and on how well 
the victim responds to the usual 
treatm ent with iron prep aration 
and liver.

Q—What is the cause of gout? 
Will alcohol 
m ake it worse? 
What diet should I take? What

A—Like diab etes, gout is caus­ 
ed b y faulty metab olism. He­ 
redity m ay b e a causative far 
tor. AlcTihol does not affect it 
one way or the other. There
